as she walked. The mohair accord­ 
ing to goat men is of the rinest 
quality and 
should 
bring 75c 
per 
IH)und on the market. The goat will 
shear at least 8 pounds according 
to Mr. Luckie which at the prevail­ 
ing price will bring $5.60, the gross 
profit grown in 11 months as the 
nannie was 
sheared the last 
of 
October 1927. 
The goat is of the South African 
variety and is one of 1100 which 
Mr. Luckie has on 
his 2750 acre 
ranch, Mr. Luckie has been in the 
goat business since 1916 and «luring 
that 
time has taken special pride 


in building up his flock, importing 
each season pure blooded bucks and 
selling off all but the best nannies. 
As a consequence he now has o n e ! he found 
of the best flocks in this section of 
the State.

Luckie has over 200 sheep- but says 
that he prefers to raise goats which

300 which re­ 
turned to the sheds at the begin­ 
ning of the rain were unharmed, 
hut of the 100 which lost their way 
and failed to find shelter, 00 froze 
to death.

Test Shows Whole Milk Profitable 
R. T. Janes made a three days 
test recently to determine the most 
profitable w’ay in which to market 
his dairy products. 
He milks five cows and on the 
average gets from them 95 pounds 
of w hole milk per day. He saved1 
the milk three days and separated 
the cream 
and sold it sour. 
It 
brought him an average of $1.26 
per day. The next three days he 
again separated the cream, but sold 
it sweet, for an average of $1.86 
per day. His final test was to sell 
the milk whole for three days, w’hich 
it brought 
him on the 
average of $2.53 per day. 
Figured on 
the basis of thirty 
days per month, the sour cream will 
bring $37.80, the sweet cream $50.80 
and the whole milk $75.90.

In asking an issue of $40,000 he 
said that this will pave 30 blocks 
and take care of all intersections 
of the streets, as under the proposed 
plan the city will pay one-third of 
the cost and the property owner on 
each side t© pay one-third, the city 
paying all the cost on cross streets. 
A tax rate ©f 15c would be suf- 
ficif nt to care for the bonds ac­
